In the coming weeks we will be putting a Sacrarium in the sacristy to help 
purify the vessels we use at Eucharist. I want to share this short article from 
Liturgist and priest Paul Turner who does a nice job in describing the use of 
the Sacrarium. The sacristy will out of commission for about a week as Tom 
Van Asma puts the Sacrarium in place. 


Sacrarium 

by Paul Turner 



The sacrarium is a special sink found in the sacristy of most Catholic 
churches. The first time you see one it looks like someone made it wrong. 
The drain opens into a pipe that bypasses the sewer and rims straight 
down into the earth. The basin often hides beneath a hinged cover. 

The sacrarium provides for the proper disposal of sacred substances. Most 
notably, after Mass the vessels which held the Body and Blood of Christ 
are rinsed and cleansed there. In this way any remaining particles of 
communion are washed into the earth. The sacrarium has also been used 
for the disposal of other substances: old baptismal water, leftover ashes, 
and last year's holy oils. There was a time in history when the leftover 
consecrated wine was poured down the sacrarium, but today the Blood of 
Christ is consumed by the faithful, not discarded. 

If the consecrated wine is ever spilled during the Mass, it is to be cleaned 
up with care. Accidents happen, and the instructions for Mass offer this 
procedure: The area should be washed, and the water poured down the 
sacrarium. 

The presence of the sacrarium shows our reverent care for holy things. 
When materials designated for a sacred purpose have completed their 
service, we honor them even in their disposal. By returning our sacred 
substances to the earth beneath the church building, we honor them, the 
ground over which we worship, and the God who created them and 
consecrated them to nourish our faith.

Worship Commission 

The Worship Commission met and discussed the option of purchasing of Cecilia 
Keller's home. Cindy and Craig Thompson toured the house and believe it is very well 
built. It was felt that due to its proximity to the church we will never again get this 
opportunity. The shop would also be a great place to store equipment. The cost is very 
reasonable for the amount of property and the quality of the house. Father Mark also 
needs more privacy and there would be many uses for the current Rectory. The 
consensus was that purchasing the Keller home is worth pursuing. 

More cantors are needed especially for the Sunday 9:00 a.m. Mass.

• Prayer Chain - Betsy emails the need for prayer to those in that ministry. 

• Lexio and Centering—Mondays at 4:30 p.m. and Saturday mornings. 

• Rosary - May and October before the weekend Masses - This ministry could 
use a chairperson to organize it. 

• Stations of the Cross - These services will need a chairperson to organize and 
schedule those who will be leading the stations. Should this be a separate 
ministry? 

• Chaplet of Divine Mercy - Sunday after Easter 

• Shorter Christian Prayer 

Goal: Promote its use by individuals/couples/families at home. 
Suggestion: Form a class to teach the morning and evening prayers. 










Formation Commission 

Bob Wentz and Crystal Hocking will be the representatives for Pastoral Council. Jim Scherr and Mary Coffin are the 
Co-chairs for the formation commission. The group discussed the proposal for OLBH to buy Cecilia’s Keller's house 
and property for the parish rectory to accommodate the needs of an expanding parish and to provide more privacy for 
our parish priest. The group was in favor of the property purchase as long as expenses are not reduced by staff 
reduction. 

Mary Coffin reported that the use of books by the children is increasing due to the program Jenny Scherr has started. 
Fr. Mark presented a written letter asking the group to consider training facilitators to go into parishioner’s homes to 
engage in Visio Divina using materials developed by St. John's. The group examined the materials and decided this 
would be a good thing to work toward but not in time for Lent this year. 

Joni and John reported GOG will be offered on the second Wednesday evening of the month and the preceding 
Sunday after the 9:00 am Mass, during the months of January and February in order to reach more participants. . It 
was noted the GOG program needs more group facilitators. The group noted a need for a transportation ministry for 
those who would like to attend GOG functions and who don't drive. 


Community Commission 

Austin and Erin Wentz will serve the 1 year terms on the commission. Jenny and Todd Curtis will serve for 2 years. 
Rene Suiter and I will serve the 3 year terms. Erin and Todd have volunteered to be co-chairs. Rene will serve on the 
Pastoral Council for 1 year. I will serve the 2 year council term. 

The commission members provided feedback from their selected groups. Some of the feedback included: 

The Knights of Columbus graciously extended their support for any individuals who may be need of their help.

The Mary's Widows group consists of 13 members who meet every 2 months. The meetings are to socialize and 
enjoy each other’s company. The group has previously met at Richie's Cafe and the church. Interested parishioners 
may contact Pattie Cariveau at 721-4281. 


Outreach Commission 

The group supported the opportunity to purchase the Keller home and property. It would provide the parish with more 
options if the current rectory was available. 

Judy Roemmich will be attending our next meeting to give us an overview of the Piedmont Valley Food Pantry and let 
us know about its current needs. We hope to learn if there is anything we can do to better support this outreach such as 
providing a list of needed items so we can suggest to parishioners items that are often in short supply. Group suggests 
having Fr. Mark make an announcement about Food Pantry regularly. We are wondering if the food might be collected 
on a consistent weekend each month. (E.g. - "Bread Sunday" will be the last Sunday of each month.) so parishioners 
could develop a habit of donating. Also, more consistency and visibility with collection bin location may encourage 
more regular participation. 

Christmas Giving Tree - We learned that five different area churches are involved and a local Sewing Group 
coordinates this ministry. A group member will continue to be in touch with them in hopes of getting a report as to how 
things went this Christmas and anything we can do to better support this ministry in the future. 


Administration Commission 

The Administration Commission supports the purchase of the Keller home and Property. They acknowledged and 
were sensitive to the fact that we are following the “Walk by Faith” appeal. The commission looked at the different 
groups that they represent and divided them up among the commission member. The goal is to contact the leaders of 
these different groups on a monthly basis.
